S.R.O. 384. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 14 of the Terri- 
torial Army Act 1948 (LVI of 1948), the Central Government hereby directs that 
the following amendment shall be made in the Territorial Army Rules, 1948, 
namely: — 

After clause (e) of rule 20 of the said Rules, the following clause shall be 
added, namely: — 

"(f) Every officer commissioned in the Territorial Army shall, for the 
purpose of appearing at the prescribed test in Hindi, be embodied 
for the period of actual duration of the test. Such period of em- 
bodiment shall count towards the period prescribed for annual 
training.”

S.R.O. 385. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924 (II of 1924) the Cantonment Board of Aurangabad, with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby imposes a toll tax locally 
known as barbardari toll, at the rates and subject to the conditions and exemp- 
tions specified in the Schedule hereto annexed. 

SCHEDULE 

A toll tax (barbardari toll) shall be levied at the following rates, namely: — 

(1) Four wheeled vehicle including a motor car or lorry — Annas 8. 

(ii) Two wheeled vehicle — Annas 4. 

(iii) Elephant— Annas 4, 

(iv) Loaded animal and buffalo— Anna 1. 

2. The toll tax shall not be leviable more than once on any one day in respect 
of the same vehicle or elephant or animal. 
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3. The toll tax shall be recovered at such places as may be fixed by the 
Cantonment Board from time to time. 

4. The following vehicles and animals shall be exempt from the levy of the 
toll tax that is to say. — 

(a) Vehicles and animals belonging to the Government, the District Board 
and the Municipal Committee, but not used or intended to be used for the purposes 
of profit; 

(b) those used for conveyance of Government or District Board officials 
or their luggage, while travelling on duty; 

(c) Vehicles and animals used for the conveyance of persons or property in 
the custody of a police officer; 

(d) Vehicles and animals belonging to agriculturists, and kept within the 
municipal limits, and used for their own agricultural work; 

(e) Vehicles and animals in respect of which a tax under section 60 of the 
Cantonments Act 1924 has been paid; 

(f) Vehicles and animals exempted by the Central Government by general 
or special order; 

(g) animals drawing a vehicle on which the toll is levied. 

5. Any owner of a vehicle may commute payments of the toll tax by the pay- 
ment in two advance half yearly instalments of a sum equal to double the rate 
which would be leviable as a vehicle or animal tax under section 60 of the 
Cantonments Act, if such vehicles were kept within the limits of the Cantonment.

Draft Amendment 

In sub-rule (a) of rule 5, of the said Rules, for the second, third and fourth 
sentences, the following sentences shall be substituted namely: — 

“50 per cent, of the vacancies which arose upto the 16th February 1954 in 
Grade II of Class I shall, as nearly as may be, be filled by direct recruitment 
through open competition on the result of the examination, and the remain- 
ing 50 per cent, of the vacancies shall be filled by promotion from the Class II 
cadre. The percentages for direct recruitment and promotion is revised to 66 2/3 
per cent, and 33 1/3 per cent, respectively for a period of three years from 
the 17th February, 1954.

A selected candidate will be promoted to the Class II cadre of the Service in 
a temporary capacity only and will be eligible for confirmation therein only on 
his passing the departmental examination prescribed in the Appendix to these 
rules withm two years from the date of his promotion to such cadre. If at the 
conclusion of the period, an officer has not passed the departmental examina- 
tion, Government may, in its discretion, either revert him or, if the circum- 
stances of the case so warrant, extend the time limit for such period not exceeding 
one year as the Government may consider fit. No officer who has not passed the 
said departmental examination will be eligible for promotion to Grade II of Class 
I.”
